The high hills on each side of th'e

est being that on Golden hill, on the 
eastern shore. This. fort is 410 feet 
above sea level and completely com- 
mands the channel.

while along the shore is a string of 
smaller fortifications reaching up to 
"the Tiger's Tail." Near the tip .of the 
tail is a huge fortification, the guns of 
which have a straight sweep down the 
channel to the entrance of tbe harbor. 
Besides this fort there are seven Cauet 
5.5 Inch quick firers in an open bat- 
tery at an elevation of hot more than 
ten feet above water level. 


The .-width of the harbor entrance 


from Pinnacle rock on the west to the 
opposite shore is barely 350 yards, 
while' the channel at its narrowest i:

The basin, or east port, has an.aver-
